New York. April 24, — Max Ilirsch left for Pim- 
lico Sunday, taking with him his whole string, 
consisting of thirteen thoroughbreds. Nearly, or 
quite all of these animals, are the iirojicrty of 
Coiigressiuan George W. Loft, and, while Mr. Ilirsch 
has been training them cautiously, he has good 
reason to be i»roud of being able to sho>v such a 
good string, among which, it would appear, then* 
is at least a fair i>roportion of real race horses. 
While it would In* manifestly unfair to hnik for 
real top-notch condition in two-year-olds ;it this 
c<H»l ending of a “mean’* winter, it is safe to pre- 
dict that tin* Lift stable will make a good show- 
ing for youngsters wintered on Luig Island.

Horsemen now 
qn.artcn*d at the local track arc working hard for 
its passage, as they i l.iim it is tie* solution of end- 
ing the bid up and ciaimiiig of horses for a profit. 
The proposed rub* is as follows: 

“In claiming raics all horses are subject to claim 
by owners of horses niiiiiing in the race, or tlieir 
authorized agi'iit, but not for their own aceonnt 
only. A horse claimed shall not 1 m* delivered b.v 
the original owner until authorization |m* given hy 
the se<T<*t.ar.v ami tin* secretary shall rc«inire tie* 
jiropcr anioiiiit to lx* deixisited with the claim niil 'ss 
the claimant shall have tlie proper amuuiit to his 
credit with the assixiation. 

“.Ml horses ma.v 1m* claimed for the selling price 
]dns the gross mone.v added b.v tlie association to 
the purse or stake. Each horse shall run for the 
account of the person in whose name it starts, hut 
title to the cl.iinied horse shall Ik* vested in the 
claimant from tie* time it leaves the paddock for 
the iMist. Ever.v claim must be in writing, seali*d 
and filed with tin* secretary or clerk of tin* sei.les 
at least fifteen miiintrs iM-fore iM>st time and if 
more than one person should enter claims for the 
same horse tlie.v shall east lots for priority in the 
]»resem*e of the stewards or judges and the om* de- 
termined b.v such lots to have right of claim shall 
lx*conie the owner of the horse whetlier he 1m* alive 
or dead, sound or unsound, or injured ilnriiig the 
ra<*e or after it. The secretary shall not o|M*n a 
hid nor inform an owner that a claim has been 
made until after the race i.s run. No ix*rsoii can 
claim his own horse nor more than one liorse. If 
the stewards should be of the opinion that any 
person is not claiming for his own aceonnt the.v 
shall r(*<iuire him to make an afTiduvit that In* is 
doing so and if upon pnxif that he liad mach* false 
alTidavit he shall lx; ruled off and prosci-nted for 
perjury. 

“No horse claimed out of a selling race shall lx* 
sold or transferred to any one within sixty (<*i0) 
ilays of the da.v it was claimed, except in another 
selling or claiming race, nor shall such horse remain 
in tlie same stable or under the care or mauugemeut 
of its former owmor or trainer.” 



CURRENT NOTES OF THE TURF. 



The attendance at Havre de Grace Saturday was 
the largest of the meeting. It t<x*k sixty -four cars 
to convey the crowd from Washington, Baltimore 
and Philadelphia, while many made the trip from 
New Y’ork city. 

Death has recently claimed among the horses the 
€*ight-year-old Real Worth, by Kenilwortli — St. 
IMiillipiiia ; the niiie-.vear-tdd l>elnias, by Luke Ward 
— t'olita, and the five-j'ear-old mare Celebrity, by 
Celt — Sister Anna. 

Trainer Burttschell is pointing Fruit Cake for the 
Preakn'*ss, to be mu at I’iinlico next iiioiith. This 
is a race of a mile and an eighth, and it w'ill put 
the acid test on her ability to maintain her six;ed 
for useful distances. 

Edward Trotter, wiio has nine horses in training 
at Havn* de Grace, will make liis usual summer 
campaign on the Canadian tracks. He still holds 
the contract on jockey ‘ F. Robinson, which crack 
rider he develoix;d, having only disiiosed of first 
call for the summer season to Harry Payne Whit- 
ney. In the meantime Trotter will utilize the 
services of jockey L. Mink. 

Tlie victory of Cardross in the Barton Court 
Steeplechase at the Colwall Park meeting, and the 
subsequent declaration by the stewards that the 
race was void, has piid<*d in Capt. H. E. de Traf- 
ford. the owner and Major Beatty, the trainer, 
each being fined $7f» by the stewards of the Na- 
tional Hunt Committee. The race was only oix»n 
to horses who had not won a steeplechase before the 
time of closing, but Cardross, the only horse who 
c*ompleted the course, had a previous victory to 
his credit. 



OWNER WILL NOT SELL MAUD BACON. 



G. W. Billerman Refucos Offer of Walter Dnpee for 
Crack Three -Tear- Old Filly. 



San Francisco. Cal.. April 24. — The negotiations 
wliich were pending during the closing days of the 
Tijnana meeting lx*tween Walter I)u;x*e and George 
Billerman for the purchase of Maud Bacon fell 
through, and the queen of the far west’s tlii*(*e- 
.vear-old division will not, for the prosi'iit at least, 
change hands. Neither will she be raced on the 
Kentucky and New York tracks during the summer, 
as was once <*oii^*mplated. The presumption is that 
(lie g(*iitleniei) could not agree on the price. When 
the matter of a deal for the crack filly was first 
meiitiom'd it was said that $7.(HK) was named as the 
price, but after the filly’s race on the next to the 
last day of the meeting her value was enhanced in 
the estimation of her owners, Ilarr.v ^lorris, a ixip- 
nlar cafi* man of San Dii*go, being intorested with 
Hilleriiian in the string, wliich until n*cently racixl 
as the A.veniilx* Stable. In that race Wananore. 
carrying 110 iMuiiids. set a terrific paci*. the first 
half mile in KHf., but Maud Bacon, making up 
<*ight or ten lengtiis in the last three-eighths, over- 
look the leailers in the stret<-h and won easily 
going away in 1 ;13 for the three-quarters under 
the steadying iiii)xist of 12.'> ixninds. After tlie race 
Billeriiiaii said that lx* would not take $10,(K)0 for 
the d.'inghter of Tony Boiien>. “If I was to s**U 
the fill.v even for $10,000 I would simply s|x*nd the 
money trying to get another like h(*r, and it’s no 
sun* thing I would succeed in doing so.” is tin* waj' 
in wliich Billerinaii puts the matter. “1 have 
decided not to send the fill.v to Keiitnck.v. for I 
would not run her in any kind <if sellir.g races and 
thus take a chance on losing her, and I know 
she would be up against the toughest kind of game 
in stake and purse rare:;. That might knoek Iier 
out eff(*etnall.v. for she is growing right along 
and only recent l.v lost her ‘baby’ teeth. Slie needs 
:i let up to enable her to develop and spread out 
and for that reason will lx* turned out for the 
summer over at roionado with Bronco Billy and 
the rest of the string.” 

Billerman Formerly in Plastering Business. 

In this eonnection it might 1m* added that Hiller- 
inan hails from i'iin-iiiiiati. wh<*re some twenty odd 
,v« ars ago lie was engaged in the plastering hnsiness. 
It’s far ery from plastering to training tlioronghbred 
r.*H*e horses, but the former (’ineinnatlan is a living 
illustration of the f.iet that a sneeessfnl trainer 
need not iiecessaril.v eome from the ranks of those 
who have always been about horses. 

That the work of Arthur Piekeiis was highl.v ap- 
preciated li.v W.-ilter Diqx*e. to whom he was niidt*r 
engagement during tiie reeeiit Tijnana meeting, was 
attested in a subsl.antial manner otluT than ;i 
goodly salar.v. Before the meeting closed the mil- 
lionaire (’oroiiado turfman presente<| Riekens willi a 
Winston Six tonring and also defr.-’.ved tin* ex- 

|x*nses of its shipment to Ix'xington. Pickens’ impn- 
larit.v among the* hors«*m* ii. he Indiig easil.v one of 
the stars of the Tijnana riding brigade, was attested 
b.v the great number of nionnts he liad. 39*1 a 
mneh greater nnmlx*r than any other jockey bad 
during the season. Pitmens turned down several 
off»*rs of eontraets for the coming ra«ing partly 
lM*eanse of nneertaint.v as to Dntx*e’s plans for the 
season and partly lM*eanse tin* terms were unsatis- 
factory, and will ride free lance at tin* K<‘iitnek.v 
tracks and later in the east. He has signed to 
again ride for Dnpee at Tijuana next winter. 
Wingfield Stable Goes to Belmont Park. 

The Vi'ingfield stable, whiidi was deeidedl.v the 
strongest all-around aggregation that figured in 
the late Tijuana molding, will not be raced in 
Keiitm-ky, as was origiiiall.v planned— at least not 
at the spring meetings. Bank, Slipix*r.v Elm. Sear- 
h*t Oaks and eiglit others of the Nevada million- 
aire’s string, inelndiiig several highly-tried and 
promising two .vear-oh»s. wliieh have .vet to make 
their raeing debut, have been shipix*d direct to 
Helniont Park to Im* eampaigned on tlie New York 
tracks. With them went tiie s|x*e<ly mare Sjio- 
kane (jneeii. owned b.v G. S. Stout, of Reno, t» 
be trained b.v tin* Wingfield trainer. Early Wright. 
The Wingfield horses were not raced during the 
final month of the Tijnana meeting, and left for 
Wingfield’s initial invasion of the east, in a rac- 
ing wa.v, in tin* pink of (oiidition. Slippery Elm, 
in iiartienlar, was gn*atly benefited by a widl 
earneil rest, and in a sensational work out a few 
da.vs after the <-lose of the meeting Ix'yond the 
border simwed that he h.id lost none of tlie speetl 
that enabletl him earl.v in the season to set the 
track record for three-ipiarters at 1:11%. Ba:ik, 
the .actual star of tie* Wingfield establisiiment . 
was seen in action oiil.v once during the one- 
hundred and twenty five da.vs’ meeting, but it was 
not because tliere was anything wrong witli tin* 
horse. He was entered in raees re|M*atedI.v, but 
ills seveii-i'ighths in 1 ;2o, when he finished four 
or five lengtlis in front of Tokay, and pulling u|i 
to the Fuller horse, whieli was good at the time, 
was enough to keep races in which lie was entered 
from filting. Tin* son of Mint will, of eonr.se, 
Im* accorded respect ful consideration whenever he 
starts ill the east, Is'canse of the showing In; mad'* 
against the better known Water Blossom, which 
led to his pnreliase li.v Wingfiehl, :iiid in the judg- 
ment of trainer Wriglit, he went back to the east 
a better lior.se than he was when In* loft tlu*re. 
,\s regards Scarlet Oaks, tin* third member of the 
“big thr<*e” in the Wingfield string, it remains 
to Im* seen just how g'lod she is, as she was nn- 
lM‘nteii ill her four starts at Tijnana. and beat tin* 
best of the sprinter division outsiih* of her own 
stable. In one rae(* slie ran three-quarters in 
1:12 under stout restraint through the streteii. and 
liad she lM*en full.v extended on that o<*easion she 
snrel.v would have iH'ateii her stabh*mate, Slipp ry 
Elm, to the Tijnana track record for the di>- 
taiiee.

Capt. E. B. Cassatt will be at the races at Pim- 
lico with nim; home-breds, of which six are two- 
year-olds, the get of Aeronaut and Don de Oro.

WON ENGLAND’S GREATEST STEEPLECHASE. 



Features of the Running of the “War National’* 
at Gatwick Last Month. 



The “War National,” wartime substitute for the 
more valuable Liverixx)! Grand National of peaceful 
days, was run at Gatwick March 21. and was viewed 
by a big crowd. The American -bred horse Liiiicnx-k, 
a cast-off from Belmont’s stable, seemed to have 
tlie race won, when he unluckily fell after taking 
the last jump, an accident that gave the spoils 
to Ballymaead. In the next day’s London Sport- 
ing Life “Augur” said of the big contest; 

“War National” day furnished far more sur- 
prises in the matter of weather than in the actual 
raeing. and there w’as a moment wh»*ii it appeared 
quite probable that the big event, to which every- 
one coniieeted with steepleehasiiig has looked for- 
ward with ke«‘ii interest, would have to lx* inist- 
ixnied. The thr(*ateiicd trouble, however, did not 
materialize, as although the start for the serond 
race was delayed owing to a driving storm of snow, 
this nnweleoine visitation soon gave way to condi- 
tions of a more agreeable kind. A w’alk around He* 
course during the morning disclosed everything in 
tlu* apple-pie order to whii-h Messrs. I»ratt and Co. 
have aeeiistonied ns at Gatwick, the fences and the 
apppoaelies thereto having been tended in tin* most 
careful manner, and the going lx*ing as near to per- 
fection as can over be attained. A fine drying wind 
was in evidence to apply the finishing touches, and 
it would have been a thousand pities had an.v inter- 
ference with the program arisen. All’s well that 
ends well, though, and the only drawback to be 
n'corded was the nneertainty of the light, which 
during tho latter half of the long journey for the 
big steeplechase, was so had that colors were quite 
undistinguishablc on tho far side of tho eoiirso. 

Toiler an Absentee from the Race. 

“There were nineteen competitors for the great 
race. Toiler’s withdrawal Ixdng babineed hv the 
aiqM*araii<e in the field of Haekb r’s Hey. whhdi had 
given so disappointing a display :it Colwall Park. 
Thus till re were two fewer runners than last 
year, a nninher in proper inoportion to tlu* sliirhtlv 
minced entry. The wagering found Garrig Park 
as prononiu'cd a favorite as ever, though he eastal 
somewhat in face of the strong snpix>rt fortheoni- 
ing for Ghang. whosi* (*oniu*(‘tions were hriinfni of 
eonfideneo Tho Winchester representative, indeed, 
at one period jiressed (’arrig Park closely for 
market honors. Vernionth. which was ousted from 
the serond position he held overniglit, sharing 
with tin* Royston first string the honor of heading 
the remainder. .\s was the ease in the “Line.i- 
shire” Steeideehase :it Windsor, the Hon. Aiihrey 
Hastings ran his whole fleet of three, consisting 
of Ally Sloper, Hallyinacad. and Denis Anbnrn, 
but wheriTis on Satnrda.v tlu* former was the 
chosen of the party, Hallyinacad was now in the 
greatest favor. Sir George Hnllongh’s gelding, 
moreover, won tho race easily, leaving Ally Slojicr 
to finish third, and thus the WTouglit'in stable 
repeated its .Vintree Iriniiq'lis of IJMKi with Aseet- 
ie's Silver and of l91.‘i with yesterday’s third. 

Limcrock’s Quite Remarkable Mischance. 

“It was the irony of fat**, however, that Hally- 
niacad’s victory was achieved at the expense of .‘m 
animal trained in ;i iieighiHiring estaldisliinent, viz, 
Liineroek. whose mentor i.s Arthur Gordon. Mr! 
i’aterson’s well-bred horsi — hi* is bv the triple- 
crown winner Rook Sami— held a xvinning lead at 
the last feiu'c, hut lu‘ e.-mie <lown on landing, and 
the spoils were thus dashed from his grasp just 
as they appeared to !x* secure — a piece of l>ad Im k 
for everyone eoneerned. Tlie horsi* had finished well 
in front of Hallyinacad in t)ie Windsor race, and 
thus tlie form there would liave been confirmed to 
the letter had all gone well with Linieioek. Alto- 
getiier, h.v the way, nine horses finished, as eom- 
pared with tw»*lve a .vear ago; si'V(*n of the coin- 
IH'titors fell and tlie remainder Ix'ing pulled iqi at 
variens stages of the race, which, by tlie way. was 
a fast run one. nearly ten .seeomis b(*ing cut off the 
time rcgistereil last March. The first to <-onie to 
grief was Kcnia. which had w'parated Liineroek 
:ind Hallyinacad on Saturday, and the mare’s ex- 
ainide was followed during the first cinuit by 
Hackler’s Hey. After goiiig half way tlie favorite, 
to the dismay of his legion of follow’ers, came down, 
and tlins the question of Ids stamina remains in 
abeyance, as it was not on a<<onnt of anv de- 
fieieney in that respect that he failed. Tin* lightly- 
weiglited Fargm; was the next “casnait.v,” and it 
was at the last fence — where, as already related, 
LimeriM-k m«*t his nnliappy fate — that Templedow- 
m*y found himself at Iciigtli iindone. 

Tcmpledowncy the Pacemaker. 

“The perforinane" of Tcmpledowncy was, it iiinst 
at once be aiiinitted. a remarkable om*. H w.is 
strange to see the top weight in a four and half 
miles steeplechase niakin'^ the running, but l»iaf is 
Tcnipledowncy’s wa.v, ami I was frankly asloidslicd 
to see him last as long jis he did. His st.ddc <om- 
panions Yellow Ghat and (jneen Imaal were bolh 
proniinent at one ixdnt or another, and Isdli lin- 
ishefl; but it was reserved to *‘h;ing to follow Hally- 
niaead home at a resix'ctfnl distanee. thereby slmw- 
iiig that little mistake had lx*en made in estimating 
his prospects. Ally SloiM*r, as is his wemt. occupied 
om* of the rearmost ixisitions for the greater jiart 
of the jminu y. but lM*gan to move no as the straight 
was reached for the last tinu*. In his persevering 
v%;i.v. Lad.v .Nelson’s fine fencer went on to d*. his 
place- backers a g(x>d turn, thougli he w’as ohvionslv 
inferior at the weights to his sms-essfnl stable com - 
panion. .\s for the rest, a tribute must Im* paid (*» 
the gameness of last .vear’s little hero Veraiontli. 
which carried his 171 iMUinds into fourth place, ami 
it only remains to add eongratnlations to all con- 
cerned in H.ill.vinaead’s vi<-tor,v. espeeiall.v his v<*ter- 
an rider Driscoll, whosi; indnstr.v ami perseverance 
have at length lx*en suitably rewarded. It is a 
great ideasnre to lx* able to state that Sir (borgi* 
Hnllough intends nresenting the value of the stakes 

roughly, a thonsand iMninds -to the St. Dmist in’s 
Honie for lUiiided Soldiers, t’liis emulating the gen- 
(*rosit.v of Pere.v Ile.vlMnirn, who last .vear passed 
on tin* pr<x*c<*ds from Vernioutli’s trinm)ili to aiiotlier 
of onr most deserving institutions -the Star and 
Garter.”

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COL. M. J. WINN TELLS OF MATCH BACE. 

When Mollie McCarthy and Ten Brocck Met at 
Churchill Downs in 1878. 



During a recent visit of Col. M. J. Winn of Louis- 
ville to New York, lie was asked alsmt the great 
match race between Mollie M«*Carthy and Ten 
Bro«*ck, which he saw at Churchill Downs on July 
4, 1878. At that time Mr. Winn w.na hut a l>oy, 
and was taken to the course in a family iiarty by 
liis father, ('oloue] Winn gave a description df the 
big match race, w'hich was taken from the scale 
iKKik of the club. The remarks taken from this old 
IsMik are given here as follows: 

“The weather for tlie last few days had been wet 
and thundering, but the glorious Fourth of July 
broke with a idomlless sky, the sun lieaming down 
•with the greatest intensity. For the past few’ days 
the hotels and every available space in the city had 
been filled to repletion with strangers and visitors 
from all parts of the country. North, south, east 
:ind W’est, wiio were attracted by the prospect of a 
glorious and memorable contest betwe<*n these two 
<-elebrated liorses. By 6 o’liock in the morning the 
crow’ds began to move to the grounds of the asso- 
ciation. and at 11 o’clock every available space was 
filled witli people. They went in all manner and 
sorts of ways — on foot, in carts, wagons, omnibuses, 
stages, carriages, on horseback, by mil and in the 
street cars — and by tlie hour for calling the first 
ra<*e at least thirty thousand t>eople had assembled 
ui»n the grounds. The granilstaiid was literally 
filled with lieautiDil women, and such an array of 
lM*:iuty as was exhibited upon this occasion is 
seldom witnessed uihui a ra«*e track. 

“Mollie McCarthy dn*w the track, and when the 
drum tapped she darted away in the lead and was 
a half-length in front at the quarter, doing down 
the backstretch Ten Broeck lapped her, ;ind the 
pair raced head and head past the half mile iM)st. 
On th«‘ lower turn she again showed a length in 
front, which she held at the three-quarters. Coming 
up the stretch, he made play, the mare carrying 
1dm wide on the far turn, and at the stand led 
Ten Bro«*ck, the latter sticking to his w<»rk like a 
jdaster. 

Mollie Appeared to Have the Speed. 

“On the near turn and at the quarter pole it was 
the same, she apiN>aring to have the speed and he 
driving. She held Imt b*ad down the backstret<*h ' 
and ]>ast the half and tliree-<|uart<*r posts. Enter- 
ing the lumiestretch, he made another run, and she 
w.-is now fully extended .and led him a half length 
to the stand, tioing into the third mile, .and just 
as tln*y reached tin* quarter iH»st, Ten Bro**ck was at 
her head and, lM*f«>re rea<*hing the half mile jKist, 
had her Inaat and led by two lengths. 

“Molli(> from this )N>int was b.adly beaten, and 
the rem.aiinler of tin* ra<a* w;is nothing but a slow 
gallop for Ten Bro<*ck. she coming to a standstill 
when tlm*e miles and three-quarters h.ad been run. 
She was s<i tireil and thoroughly punished that her 
jo<*key never returned tr» s<*ale until fully half an 
hour after the terniin.atioii of the heat. Both w<*re 
in such 4‘ondition from tin* «*fTe<*ts of the terrible 
heat and the heavy condition of that track that 
neither couhl have started for another heat. The 
<*x«*itement among the Kentucky pe<q»le over the vic- 
tory of their favorite was irnineiisi* ami W(»uld be 
imiMtssible to d«*scrib4*. The quarter was run in

APPLICABLE IN THIS COUNTRY ALSO. | 

Ever sime the outbreak t»f the war u iuimbi*r 
of estiiuuhle citizens — most of them well past tlie 
age for sustained physical activity — have lM*eii 
eomplaiiiiiig with mon* or less vehemence that 
s|M>rtiiig events were allowed to proceed almost un- 
molested while the empire was engaged in a strug- 
gle for life. To these stern patriots it must have 
been puzzling to learn that British troops behind 
the firing line played football in the intervals be- 
tween fighting Cermans. 

Now their favorite corn is again being trodden 
upon by the British government, which has actuall.v 
come to the ooiicliision that horse racing, cricket 
and other pastimes, eliminated to a greater or 
less extent for the past two years, should Im* en- 
<-ouraged as a relief from the tension to whieh 
the nerves of the people are otherwise exposed. 

Sporting events in England will once more, as 
a conse<|ueuco l>e in full swing iluring the com- 
ing summer, though the level of excellem*e will 
perhaps he lowered by the absen<*e of young men 
busy elsewhere. The government’s decision looks 
reasonable. Th(*re is really nothing incongruous in 
a nation mixing play with war. It is fairly argu- 
able, and, in fact, it seems to be proven that a 
judicious mixture produces lx*tter s<ddiers. 

This, of course, is not to say that si)orts are 
to take first place, as the.v have done too often 
in times of peace. But would not Canada do well 
to follow (In-at Britain’s example in restoring out- 
door amusements fully to popular favorV I>*t the 
amateur be eiUM*urag«*d insteatl of lM*ing accused 
of doing soiu(‘thiug not quite seeml.v. And the 
spectators win* like to w.iteh a hall game or a 
horse race ought not to be severely criticized. — 
Wii!uii>eg Telegram.
